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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 8/25/03 and 1 124/03 
have been received and acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 20 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. This is a written description rejection. 

A lack of adequate written description issue arises if the knowledge and level of 
skill in the art would not permit one skilled in the art to immediately envisage the product 
claimed from the disclosed process. See, e.g., Fujikawa v. Wattanasin, 93 F.3d 1559, 
1571, 39 USPQ2d 1895, 1905 (Fed. Cir. 1996) (a "laundry list" disclosure of every 
possible moiety does not constitute a written description of every species in a genus 
because it would not "reasonably lead" those skilled in the art to any particular species); 
In re Ruschig, 379 F.2d 990, 995, 154 USPQ 118, 123 (CCPA 1967).

An applicant may also show that an invention is complete by disclosure of 
sufficiently detailed, relevant identifying characteristics which provide evidence that 
applicant was in possession of the claimed invention, i.e., complete or partial structure, 
other physical and/or chemical properties, functional characteristics when coupled with 
a known or disclosed correlation between function and structure, or some combination 
of such characteristics. 

The written description requirement for a claimed genus may be satisfied through 
sufficient description of a representative number of species by actual reduction to 
practice, reduction to drawings, or by disclosure of relevant, identifying characteristics, 
i.e., structure or other physical and/or chemical properties, by functional characteristics 
coupled with a known or disclosed correlation between function and structure, or by a 
combination of such identifying characteristics, sufficient to show the applicant was in 
possession of the claimed genus. See Eli Lilly, 119 F.3d at 1568, 43 USPQ2d at 1406. 

A "representative number of species" means that the species which are 
adequately described are representative of the entire genus. Thus, when there is 
substantial variation within the genus, one must describe a sufficient variety of species 
to reflect the variation within the genus. The disclosure of only one species 
encompassed within a genus adequately describes a claim directed to that genus only if 
the disclosure "indicates that the patentee has invented species sufficient to constitute 
the gen[us]." 
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In other words, the Applicant has not described with sufficient clarity a sesquiterpene 
alcohol contemplated. In other to overcome this rejection Examiner suggest the 
incorporation of a few of the sesquiterpene listed on page 6 of the specification. 

II. Claims 20 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention.

In other words, the Applicant has not described with sufficient clarity a carrier 
contemplated. In other to overcome this rejection Examiner suggest the incorporation 
of a few of the sesquiterpene listed on page 6 of the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim 20 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Planker US 
6,142,383. 

Planker teach a vaporization system (see abstract) and diagram wherein the 
sesquinterpene alcohol (see col. 1, lines 40+) wherein the sesquinterpene alcohol is 
cedrol (see col.2 lines 30+) as used in the example 3 page 16 of the specification. 
Having an odor below a detectable threshold and a boiling point is anticipated. As 
stated in the MPEP 21 12.01"Products of identical chemical composition can not have 
mutually exclusive properties." A chemical composition and its properties are 
inseparable. Therefore, if the prior art teaches the identical chemical structure, the 
properties applicant discloses and/or claims are necessarily present. In re Spada, 91 1 
F.2d 705, 709, 15 USPQ2d 1655, 1658 

(Fed. Cir. 1990). "Where the claimed and prior art products are identical or substantially 
identical in structure or composition, or are produced by identical or substantially 
identical processes, a prima facie case of either anticipation or obviousness has been 
established. In re Best, 562 F.2d 1252, 1255, 195 USPQ 430, 433 (CCPA 1977). 
"When the PTO shows a sound basis for believing that the products of the applicant and 
the prior art are the same, the applicant has the burden of showing that they are not." 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a). 

Claim 20 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Planker 
US 6,142,383 in view of Trinh et al. US 5,833,999. 

Planker teach a vaporization system (see abstract) and diagram wherein the 
sesquinterpene alcohol (see col. 1, lines 40+) wherein the sesquinterpene alcohol is 
cedrol (see col. 2 lines 30+) as used in the example 3 page 16 of the specification. 
Having an odor below a detectable threshold and a boiling point is obvious. As stated 
in the MPEP 2112.01"Products of identical chemical composition can not have mutually 
exclusive properties." A chemical composition and its properties are inseparable. 
Therefore, if the prior art teaches the identical chemical structure, the properties 
applicant discloses and/or claims are necessarily present. In re Spada, 91 1 F.2d 705, 
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709, 15 USPQ2d 1655, 1658 (Fed. Cir. 1990). "Where the claimed and prior art products 
are identical or substantially identical in structure or composition, or are produced by 
identical or substantially identical processes, a prima facie case of either anticipation or 
obviousness has been established. In re Best, 562 F.2d 1252, 1255, 195 USPQ 430, 
433 (CCPA 1977). "When the PTO shows a sound basis for believing that the products 
of the applicant and the prior art are the same, the applicant has the burden of showing 
that they are not." 

Trinh et al teach cedrol having a boiling point above 250 ° C (see table 1, col. 5, 
lines 10+). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use a 
sesquinterpene like cedrol having a boiling point of 250 in a vaporization system or in a 
pressurized system to give a calming effect or a sedative effect to an individual in need 
of sleep. 

The prior art makes it obvious for one of ordinary skill in the art to be motivated to 
use a sesquinterpene with undetectable odor to treat sleepless night in an individual as 
it clams with a soothing effect through inhalation of the vapor. 

Thus, the claimed invention was prima facia obvious to make and use at the time 
it was made.
